General Statement: 

I am self-taught in the making of studio quilts {and 7;we ar ab 1 e art). 
My coursework at l(ent State University centered on studio art and 
Art History. 


The concepts and images expressed in my work a 
from intuitive and significant dream occurance 
meaningful image visualizes spontaneously. I 
patterns in material and psychological realiti 
between the inner and outer condition. I was 
(in my life) by the study and practice of Zen 
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Ira Progoff, and RiLchard Rose's ideas on the psychology of observation. 
I am still deeply influenced. 

The process involved in the composition/construction of studio quilts 
is extremely challenging as well as complimentary to my internal 
'wiring* in that it is simultaneously direct/spontaneous and logical/ 
systematic. It is difficult at times to achieve a feeling of 
spontaneity with such a labor intensive medium. At other times, it 
is almost as if an internal truth is revealing itself and a tremendous 
fluidity pervades the entire process. For a technically structured 
medium, making these quilts continually yields the unexpected. 


Statement on Selected Entry: 

”Anima/Animus Reconcile" is the fourth piece in a series that stems 
from one of those rare incidences of genuine synchronicity where 
my personal dream occurances and the events of waking life are so 
astonishing parallel that the connection became a cause for further 
investigation on several levels. This piece deals with the female/ 
male relationship and those aspects of opposing/complimentary forces 
within the individual psyche as discussed and labelled by Jung as 
the anima and the animus. 

This work was to have been the conclusion of the series but a fifth 
piece in currently in process.
